Seth Low of New York, president of 
the Federation, sounded the first note

of empire, 
"from flndmg 
lodgment on this continent after the 
war it must be "by the strength of our 
own right arm, and by the willing- 
ness to die for what is certainly pre- 
cious to ourselves and for what we 
believe to lie no less precious to hu- 
manity." 


Mr. Low said he favored the admin- 
istration defense program, not be- 
cause he thought it ideally perfect, 
but because it was a long step in the 
right direction. 


"Personally," he continued, "I be- 


lieve that a short service under the 
colors on the Swiss system, modified 
perhaps 
to meet 
our 
conditions, 
should be required of every 
young 
man in the United States and that we 
should no longer 
depend upon 
an 
army which has in England strength- 
ened the view that it is the business 
of all to protect each other."

International Law Court. 


Mr. Low expressed the hope, how- 
ever, that the time would come when 
there would be "not only an interna- 
tional court with power somewhere to 
enforce its decrees, but some Interna- 
tional body for adoption of interna- 
tional law." 


"Any plan of military preparedness 
which makes the flag under which we 
live the emblem of our life, our all 
and not a rag with which to protect 
the corpse from which the spirit has 
fled, I xvelcome," declared Miss Maud 
Wetmore of Rhode Island, 
in pre- 
senting the report of the women's de- 
partment. 
"Preparedness against war 
concerns the woman," she said. "They 
are the only ones

Draft Compensation Acts.

istration into silence by their thun- 
derous sounii as he shouted them out 
at-the top of bis voice. 


Olbrich Lauds Progressives. 
Mr. Olbrich opened his speech with 
a comparison of two elements of the 
republican party in Wisconsin, the 
stalwart or standpat, as he termed it; 
on the one side, and the progressive 
on the other. 
He lauded the twelve 
years of progressive regime in Wis- 
consin, declaring that under progres- 
sive leadership. it had attained the 
distinction of the best governed com- 
monwealth in the United States. 


"I would epitomize the story of Wis- 
consin's regeneration during the ten, 
years' war/' said 
Mr. Olbrich with

Breechloaders. 


Breeehloading in artillery and small 


arms is popularly snppo«ed to be an 
invention of the middle of the last cen- 
tury, bnt such is by no me*ns the case.
